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FAMILY RUSHED 


Home of Mrs, Hardy at Co- 
lumbus Burned, 


Confiagration Came Near Costing 
Several Lives—Fire Was Dis- 
covered by Neighbor—When 
Family Awoke Roof Was 
Falling In. 


Columbus, Ga., February..20.—(Special.) 
With fire dropping through the ceiling 
of the hallway, and the whole upper part 
of the house about to collapse, the in- 
mates of the home of Mrs. George W. 
Hardy, in Linwood, just east of the city, 
rushed out of the burning building at 1 
o'clock this morning just in time to save 
their lives. 

Mrs. Hardy was slightly burned about 
the arm by a piece of burning timber, 
which fell and struck her as she ran 
through the hallway. A little boy effected 
his escape through a window, the haii- 
way then being in a state of collapse. 

The fire was discovered by a neighbor, 
who awoke the family by pounding on the 
door with a brick. The residence de- 
stroyed was an eight-room house, the 
cl4 Spencer home, and was valued at 
$4,500. The furniture, household effects, 
jewelry, etc., were valued at $3,000. Both 
the house and furniture were iMmsured. 

Mrs. Hardy thinks the fire was caused 
by an opening in a chimney, above the 
ceiling, which let the flames into. the 
loft. Her husband has been ill in Ma- 
con, where he was recently operated 
upon He has mercantile interests 1a 
that city. 

This morning four houses north of the 
city, occupied by negroes, the property of 
Mrs, J. E. Duncan, were burned. They 
were insured. 

The residence of T. C. S. Howard, on 
Twelfth street, caught fire on the roof 
this afternoon, but the fire was extin- 
guished

Today he dis- 
charged a negro farm hand named Pot- 
ter. The negro, it is asserted, tried to 
kill his former employer and then made 
his escape. 

After: being hunted by the residents 
Potter reappeared at the farm and Chase 
used his shotgun, dropping Potter in the 
Snow at the first discharge. There was 
no witness to the shddting. Chase went 
to the farm of Alfred G. Vanderbilt and 
by telephone and called up the sheriff, 
telling him of the incident. The sheriff 
placed Chase under arrest. 

In the negro’s pockets were found a 
loaded revolver and a razor. 


CONTRACT MONEY FOR DEBTS. 


Important Amendment To Philippine 
Currency Bi.l. 
Washington, February 20.—The house 
committee on insular affairs, by a strict 
party vote, today authorized a favorable 
report on the Philippines currency bill, as 
it passed the senate, but recommended 
that it be amended by striking out the 
senate provision for an _ international 
committee, also by inserting at the end 

of section 30 the following: 

“Provided, that debts contracted prior 
to the Sist day of December, 1838, may 
be paid in the legal tender currency of 
said islands existing at the time of the 
making of said contracts, unless other- 
wise expressly provided by contract.”’

TREPANT BOUND 
VER TO THEJUAY 


Physician Who Examined Corpse 
Testifies in Case 


—_ — 


Found That It Was Not Body of 
Man He Had Examined for In- 
surance—Agent of Insurance 
Company Says That 
He Swore Falsely. 


New York, February 2u.--In the exami- 
nation today before Police Mugistrate 
Zeller, charged with swindling life in- 
surance companies by the substitution 
of bodies for insured persons, Francis B. 
Foster, formerly an agent for the Union 
Central Life Insurance Company, testi- 
fied that he had agreed, at Trepani's 
Suggestion, to swear to the death of men 
insured in the company, while he knew, 
he said, that the body of some one else 
had been substituted. Foster said he had 
receltyed from $100 to $600 from Trepani 
when the policies were paid ~in these 
With Dr. Oliver Moore, of the 
insurance company, he examined. Trom- 
borula, to whom a policy was issued on 
their report. Tromborula soon after that 
was reported dead. The substituted body 
was exhumed and the alleged frauds were 
révealod. Dr. Moore testified that he was 
sent to St. Michael’s cemetery by the 
insurance company to. identify the body 
exhumed, which was said to be that of 
Tromborula. 

“When I examined the body in the cof- 
fin,”’ said the physician, “I found it to be 
that of a much older man than the man 
f{ had examined as Tromborula on the 
day of the issuance of the policy. The 
examination of the body revealed the 
fact that there were mittens on the hands. 
Whem they were taken off I saw that 
the mitten had been stuffed with cotton 
and that the right forearm was missin... 
The right foot vas also missing, the shoe 
being. stuffed with a block of wood, 
shaped like a foot. The iips had been 
sewed together so as to conceal tae ab- 
sence of teeth. The mouth was stuffed 
with cetton, causing the cheeks to puff 
cut and give the body the appearance 
of being that of a much younger man.” 

Assistant District Attorney Krotel made 
tublic tonight a confession made by Fos- 
ter, detailing the methods pursued by the 
swindlers. Foster says tnat he has been 
for many years chief soliciting agent for 
the Union Central Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Cincinnati, which has a branch 
office in New Ycrk. He admits that he 
made false identifications of seven bodies 
and succeeded in effecting the collection 
of $10,000 of the fraudulent insurance 
from his company. He says that shortly 
before the death of the old man Trom- 
borula the conspirators, headed by tlie 
undertaker, Joseph Trepani, made ar- 
rangements to place $10,000 additional in- 


surance on his ‘life. ; 
Trepani was held to the grand jury in 


ponds of $5,000.

Venezuela Wants Ships Allies 
Captured Returned, 


Castro Has the Three Rebel Armies 
on the Run—President Succeeds 
in Keeping the Rebel Bodies 
of Men from Joining 
Each Other. 


Caracas, February 20.—The morning 
papers publish a protest directed to Vers- 
zuela, the United States and the Euro- 
pean nations, as follows: 

“In ‘order that the public may know 
how Germany, Great Britain ard Italy 
execute thelr agreements, we call at- 
tention to the grave fact ‘that up to to- 
day, February 20, the ships taken By the 
three powers have not been delivered to 
the government of Venezuela, as Stipu- 
lated in the protocols.” 

A revolutionary army, estimated at 2,800 
men, has reached a point about twenty 
Miles south of Caracas. ‘The revolution- 
‘sts and the government troops both oc- 
cupy strong positions. 

The revolution organized by General 
Matos, during the course of the blockade 
of the Venezuelan coast by the allied 
warships, was teorganized and three 
armies formed. One, under the command 
of Antonio Fernandez, numbers 1,800 men. 
2nd was routed near Calabozo, in the 
province of Miranda, several days ago, 
and its chief is now fleeing in the direc- 
tion of the river Apure. The second army, 
led by Generals Mantilla and Solagnie, 
1,200 strong, was defeated last Wednes- 
day near {’rachiche. The third army, 
commanded by Generels Rolando, Penaloza 
and Vidal, which was expecting to meet 
the first two armies, arrived yesterday af 
a point about ten miles from Petare, 
which is ten miles southeast of Caracas, 
after losing 800 men from desertion. The 
Strength of this third army is estimated 
at 2,800 men. 

The revolutionary army is not believed 
to be strong enough to attack, and if a 
few days are allowed to elapse without 
the revels taking the offensive against 
President Castro, it is regarded as cer- 
tain that they will be defeated. ~

tor Morgan be allowed to discuss the ca- 
nal question in open senate. 

Rule of Cloture. 

The motion brought on a general de- 
bate in which the rules of the senate, 
the advisability of cloture, the necessity 
of maintaining in the senate a forum of 
free speech and many other kindred 
topics were discussed. Among those who 
Spoke were Senators Spooner, Teller, De- 
pew, Hale and Bacon, most of whom op- 
posed Mr. 
doors. 


Carmack’s motion for open 
The speakers differed widely, how- 
ever, as to the expediency of the policy 
of delay, which it was freely charged is 
now being pursued in connection with 
the Panama treaty on the one hand, and 
the statehood bill on the other. Some of 
the senators avowed themselves advocates 
of a rule of cboture. Senator Hale ex- 
pressed the conviction that the present 
situation, in which friends of the state- 
hood bill had joinea with opponents of 
the treaty, was due to a previous under-

He 
then began the reading of the document 
himself and continued for two hours or 
more. 

At 5:30 o'clock, in accordance with the 
decision of the steering committee, Sena- 
tor Cullom moved a recess until 11 o'clock 
tomorrow and the motion prevailed. 

No Night Session. 

This decision of the steering committee 
against a night session was reached at 
a meeting of the committee held during 
the afternoon. The committee decided 
that the sentiment of the s@pate was 
against holding another night session until 
an effort nad been made to reach an aa- 
justment of the somewhat tangled legis- 
lative condition in the- senate. In order 
to bring about such an adjustment, it was 
suggested that some compromise might 
be made on the statehood bill. Senators 
Quay and Elkins and other republicans 
who have been favoring the statehood 
bill, were called in and the matter can- 
vassed at somp length, but without ap- 
proaching an agreement. The democrats 
have not been consulted, and as they 
stood solidly against the plan of compro- 
for the creation of two new states 
they may not accept any other compro- 
mise proposition. Should a compromise 
be agreed upon, it is stated that it will 
include the ratification of the Colombian 
and Cuban treaties.

Reasons for Opposing 


; 
Too Great an Amount To Be Taken 


from Treasury Annually—Mar- 
itime Association Urge the 
Passage of Bill—Extracts 
from Letters. 


New York, February 20.—The Mer- 
chants’ Association «of New York has 
sent a letter to Representative Grosvenor, 
chairman of the committee on merchant 
marine and fisheries of the house, ex- 
pressing the association’s opposition to 
the ship subsidy bill, A newspaper, 
which accompanies the letter, simmar- 
izes the views of the association on the 
bill. The letter says in part: 

“It is estimated that this bill will take 
a grant of: $12,000,000 to $20,000,000 annually 
from the public treasury. Such a vast 
disposal of public funds should not be 
the subect of rush legislation. This as- 
sociation will continue to oppose the bill 
and will widely diffuse its arguments.”’ 

President C. B. Parsons, of the Marine 
Association of New York, has sent to 
Chairman Grosvenor, of the committee 
on merchant marine and fisheries, a let- 
ter urging the passage of the ship sub- 
sidy bill. The fetter says in part: 

“There can be no doubt that’ the 
American people desire a great merchant 
marine of their own; that through un- 
protected competition with cheaper built, 
subsidized and bountied foreign  ship- 
ping American tonnage has been drivén 
out of American foreign-carrying trade; 
that over 90 per cent of our foreign com- 
merce is carried by foreign ships; that 
congress has by its attention to this 
subject of recent years led the people 
to expect affirmative and effective legis- 
lation; that those now in control of the 
legislative and administrative branches 
of our government have resolutely 
pledged themselves to provide it; that 
a well considered bill is now pending, 
having already passed one branch of con- 
gress; that the session is drawing to an 
end; that if long needed and long delayed 
relief will come, it must come now and 
further postponement is as unjust to 
the great industry affected as it is per- 
ilous to the nation and subversive to our 
true independence.”’

Telegram from Famous Philanthro- 
pist, Received Yesterday, States 
That His Physicians Have 
Forbid Him To Leave 
the House.

Telegram from Carnegie. 

On yesterday, however, Mr. J. R. Nut- 
ting, chairman of the local library build- 
ing, received the following telegram from 
Mr. Carnegie: 

“Wernandina, February 20. 
“J. R. Nutting, Atlanta, Ga: 

“Deeply regret that I am compelled to 
cancel my engagement owing to indis- 
position. I am confined to the ‘aouse and 
am advised that it is a necessary duty 
to take great care of myself for some 
time. CARNEGIE.” 

The nature of Mr. Carnegie’s iliness 
could not be ascertained, as he is away 
from telegraphic communication. He is 
visitiig the winter home of his sister, 
Dungeness, on Cumberland island.

WYLY ON ELECTRIC ROADS. 


Former Atlanta Man Contributes In- 
teresting Article to Street Rail- 
way Journal. 

B. F. Wryly, traffic manager of the 
Lackawanna and Wyoming Valley Rapid 
Transit Company, has contributed a very 
interesting article to The Street Railway 
Journal on “Tae Rapid Progress of In- 
ter-urban Electric Railroads and Their 
Relation to Steam Railroads,’’ The ar- 
ticle is copied in The Railroad Gazette, 
and in both journals it is presented with 
conspicuous display. 

Mr. Wyly is well known in Atlanta, he 
having left here about a year ago for 
Scranton, Pa., to accept the position of 
traffic manager of one of the most suc- 
cessful inter-urban railroad companies of

Among other 
views on 
railway traffic: 

So recent are the later developments in 
electric transportation facilities that the 
aas hardly yet realized the faci 
electric railroad is not still the 
light trolley line, with its stubby cars, 
foilowing the outline of the landscape, 
witb billowy motion and reaching in un- 
certain time an uncertain destination. In 
certain portions of the country, where a 
condensed population and heavy traffic 
have demanded better things, may be 
seen examples of the new type of modern 
electric inter-urban transportation, whica 
has adopted the most effective methods 
of steam railroad service in addition tu 
the peculiar advantages of the smokeless, 
noiseless and more easily controlled elec- 
tric power. 

These electric lines, moreover, whether 
of the later or earlier type, have un- 
doubtedly educated the public toe travel. 
With lower fares and more frequent ser- 
vice and the ability to stop at the cus- 


tomer’s door, they are distinctly tae ‘‘peo- 
ple’s railroad,” and have been so adopted. 
They have thns performed an important 
part in bringing about the _ prosperity 
which is observed on all sides. In 4ac- 
complishing this it js not too much to 
say, although not generally admitted, 
that they have been of material benefit 
to tne’steam lines. It is true that with 
lower cost of working and lower fares 
they have taken from the steam rail- 
roads most of their-suburban traffic, re- 
sulting in the withdrawal, in many cases, 
of suburban service by the steam lines. 
This, however, has not proven an un- 
mixed evil. The usual suburban service 
by steam trains is ill-adapted nowadays 
to public convenience, and with its fre- 
quent stops, wear and tear of equipment 
and damage claims, is not missed in the 
final sum of net revenues of the steam 
lines and its loss or curtailment, earry- 
ing with it the long list of commuters’ 
woes, is not unfrequently a source of re- 
lief to tae railroad manager. 

On the other hand, the suburban and 
inter-urban roads have undoubtedly stim- 
ulated travel—they have not only created 
for themselves by reason of their fre- 
quent service, lower fares and more popu- 
lar accommodations, a traffic not pre- 
viously developed by steam service, but 
have in addition originated for the steam 
roads important traffic on which they fre- 
ceive their long haul without the neces- 
sity of providing special accommodations, 
thereby creating the apparent paradox 
of a demonstrable amount of business 
lost, with an equally certain, if less dem- 
onstrable, amount of revenue gained. In 
view of this, some systems have al- 
ready acquired auxiliary lines waich they 
are developing in their own interest; 
others are seriously considering the sub- 
stitution of electricity as the motive 
power for suburban and branch roads in 
order to realize the increment of profit 
arising from the new metnods of trans- 
portation, while they are relying upon 
the increased activity among business 
interests, especially among the subur- 
ban and rural population, brought about 
by electric traction, to add materially to 
the volume of their traffic. 

It is yet too soon to expect a complete 
understanding on the part of al) railraad 
officers of the true relations of electric 
and steam transportation, and a similar 
lack of comprehension undoubtedly exists 
among the operators of electric lines. 
Time and the logic of events must be re- 
lied upon to work out this problem, as 
has been the case witn others which have 
preceded it.

New Orleans People Also 
Cheer for General Wheeler 
and Colonel McClure. 


New Orieans, February 20.~Admiral 
Schley, Colonel A. K,. McClure and Gen- 
eral Joseph Wheeler. were given an ova- 
tion by the people of New Orleans this 
afternoon. They came at the invitation 
of the Progressive Union to deliver ad- 
dresses, and after the Crescent theater 
had been filled, 2,000 people stood around 
the doorways clamoring for admittance. 

Admiral Schley said in part: 

“The duty yOu have assigneg to me of 
speaking a few words to this audience 
seems more difficult to me than even 
meeting your enemies whose purpose in 
war was to destroy your interests. For 
me ao say one wor of advice as to how 
you should improve your opportunities, 
or enlarge your successes would be to 
draw a fine parallel as if they should 
tell me how to improve the construction 
of our ships in the navy and how to en- 
large their uses. I, therefore, will not 
trench upon unknown ground further 
than to give vent to my feelings of gratl- 
tude at the growth and development of 
our great country, which I have been per- 
mitted to know only in the last few 
years. Most of my life during the half 
century past has been spent on the outer 
confines of civilization, guarding your 
interests beyond observation or the sym- 
pathy of the people. Those with whom 
I served did so uncomplainingly and hada 
little to comfort them beyond that glo- 
rious insignia under which we served and 
beyond that irresistible power to reward 
or condemn unspartngly. 

“There is no discounting Jack's love 
of home and his flag,”” the admiral contin- 
ued, ‘‘and when he is at sea his dream is 
of his sweetheart, but his ship is his 
loyal love, and his country, it 1s God's 
own country. He is always ready, no 
matter how forlorn the hope, ready to 
lead and lay down his life. Behind the 
guns he {s the peer of any marksman in 
the world. Therefore I say, all honor to 
the men behind the guns and the men 
before the furnace.’’ 

Colonel McClure delivered quite an ad- 
dress, in the course of which he empha- 
sized the good feeling that had grown up 
in the country between the sections which 
had once fought so valiantly. He referred 
to Admiral Schley, saying that he was 
big enough at the battle of Santiago to 
Say that there was honor enough for all. 

General Joe Wheeler was compelled to 
respond to the loud calls and made a 
happy speech, which still further in- 
cregsed the enthusiasm of the crowd. 

Governor Heard and Admiral Rivet, 
commanding the French cruiser Tage, 
were called on and made short addresses.
